I HAV  E  jult  received,  together 
with  your  letter  of  the  3d  inll. 
the  difmitfion  of  citizen  Duplaiuc, 
^ice  conful  at  Bolton,  and  I  halten 
'to  declare  to  you,  that  1  do  not 
acknowledge  its  validity,  becaufe 
the  conftitution  of  tiie  United 
States  has  not  given  the  Prelident 
the  right  whic.ii  he  nosv  appeals 
deiirous  to  exercife — ic  has  em- 
pov.  ei  ed  him,  as  the  firit  mini- 
fter  of  the  American  people,  to 
admit  and  torecc.ve  the  uunilters 
of  foreign  nations,  lent  to  the 
great  American  confederation, 
and  their  confulary  agan  s  mitn- 
buted  to  the  particular  .tates,  out 
in  confiding  to  hun  tins  o.iicial 
function,  it  has  not  given  him  uie 
pow  er  of  dilcha.gmg  tnem  10 
fend  them  away,  or  to  fufpend 
them  when  once  they  have  ben 
admitted.
